THEODORE THOMAS'S SYMPHONY 
SOIREE. 



';. The fifth and last of Mr. Thomas's seipesof 
Symphony Soirees was given at Steinway 
Hall on Saturday evening last, March 23d. 
There was a most excellent attendance, and 
the fine programme afforded the highly criti- 
cal audience two hours of unqualified pleas- 
ure The programme was as follows : 

Part I.— Two Entr?Actes to the Drama 
"Rosamunde," Schubert ; 1 Allegro molto 
moderate, 2 Andautino, Orchestra. Concerto 
for Piano, in E minor, op. 11, Chopin; First 
movement — Allegro maestoso, Mr. Emile Guy- 
on and Orchestra, the First Walpurgisnight, 
op. 60, Mendelssohn ; Miss Julia Hostin, Mr. 
W. J, Hill, Mr. Marco Duschnitz, the Men- 
delssohn Union, and Orchestra. 

Part II.— Symphony 'No. 7, A, op. 92, Bee- 
thoven; 1 Poco sostenuto — Vivace, 2 Alle- 
gretto, 3 Presto, 4 Allegro con brio, Orches- 
tra. 

The Entr'Actes by Schuberth are very in- 
teresting. They present many charming char-' 
acter isties of the composer, and-'are notabler 
for their fine instrumental coloring. They 
•were rendered with marked grace and spirit, 
and were very warmly applauded. 

Mr. Emile Guyon gave a fine interpretation 
of the first movement of Chopin's Concerto in 
E minor. He has a delicate and refined ap- 
preciation of bis author, and a tenderness of 
manner and passionate expression, which en- 
able him to fully realise the characteristics of 
the most wayward, restless but subtle genius 
that ever revealed his soul in music. Mr. 
Guyon has a fine technique, and plays with 
rare intelligence. His touch is light, crisp, 
solid and sympathetic ; his execution is rapid, 
brilliant and certain, and in all points he ex- 
hibits traits of an accomplished artist. His 
performance gave perfect satisfaction to a 
very critical audience, and won hearty and 
admiring applause. 

Mendelssohn's First Walpurgisnight was a 
strong feature of attraction on' the programme. 
The symphonic Introduction was grandly 
played by the orchsstra, and the choral por- 
tions were given in admirable style by the 
Mendelssohn Union, under the direction of 
Mr. Win. Berge. The fresh and beautiful 
voices of this Society rang out clear and har- 
monious, and every point of this fine work 
was brought out with tolling effect, only one 
slight blur occurring between the tenors and 
basses. The whole performance; however, 
reflected the highest credit upon the Mendels- 
sohn Union. Of the 1 soloists, Mr. Duschnitz 



appeared to the greatest advantage. He sang 
his role with infinite spirit and effect. 

The Beethoven Sj'mphony, with which the 
concert concluded, was performed with great 
care and precision, and in point of coloring 
and brilliant execution, it left but little, to be 
desired. 

This concert was the most entirely satisfac- 
tory of the whole series; the selections exhib-i 
ited taste and. judgment, and executively it 
was unquestionably the best. Mr. Theodore 
Thomas deserves the thanks of the whole mu- 
sical community, for the intellectual enjoy- 
ment he has afforded by his brilliant Sympho- 
ny Soirees. His labor has been arduous, but 
he achieved, an artistic success, and we hope 
that in a pecuniary point of view, his reward 
has been equal to, his merits. 



Little Florence Reynolds received a 
benefit concert at Steinway Hall last Monday 
evening, which we arc pleased to say was at- 
tended by a very large audience. She was 
assisted by Miss Nettie Sterling, Signor Renii, 
Messrs. Dawson, Warren, J. P. Morgan and 
Huss. 

Little Florence Reynolds is a sweet little 
singer; her voice is fresh, melodious, and bird-: 
like, and she sings with genuine taste and 
natural expression. She has undoubtedly 
musical talent, singing even better than half 
of our concert singers, and with care, if she is 
not overworked, ■wiUexpand.intQ. an artist of 
note. 

Miss Sterling sang admirably on this occa- 
sion, and won the hearty recognition' of the 
audience. Her simple rendering of that quaint 
ballad by Claribel, " My heart is on the Sea," 
was highly dramatic and effective, and the 
same praise must be awarded her. for her in- 
terpretation of a very charming "Cradle 
Song," by Geo. J. Huss. 

Mr. S. P. Warren's organ solos were very 
acceptable. He is a smooth and graceful 
player, is a clear and rapid executant, both 
with his hands and feet, and shows thorough 
mastery of his instrument. 

Mr. J. P. Morgan is also an organist of 
great merit. His performance of Rink's So- 
nata in E flat, Was able and sterling, display- 
ing a free command of the resources of the 
instrument, together with skillful and brilliant 
manipulation. Mr. Morgan is a good and en- 
thusiastic musician, with the ability to take a 
decided stand tfinong the best artists of the' 
city. 

. Mr. J. A. Dawson hardly sustained his po- 
sition on this occasion. 



Madame Giuditta Altieri, Mr. Oscar Pfeiffer 
and Mr. I.R, Poznanski will give a series of 
concerts through the country, commencing 
next week in New Jersey.

Messrs. Severini and Pease, gave one of 
their pleasant Morning Concerts, last Monday 
at the Steinway Rooms, for the benefit of tho 
Ladies' Southern Relief Fund, and attracted a 
large assemblage of beautiful women, adding 
we learn no mean sum to the holy object for 
which it vtas projected. Signor Severini sang 
in his usual graceful and artistic manner and 
with more than his usual warmth^ and Mr. 
Alfred H. Pease gave satisfactory: evidence of 
his rapid improvement in pianism. 

Miss Nottie Sterling took the place of Miss 
Brainerd, who was sick, and sang several 
pieces very charmingly. She was particularly 
happy in Mr. Pease's new Italian Romance, 
which is a graceful and impassioned compo- 
sition.
